The claims required a non-cationic coupler of the claimed formula (I) to be presented in 
the dyeing composition as claimed and the process for dyeing keratin fibers using the claimed 
dyeing composition. The closest prior art of record (WO 00/42971) teaches couplers comprise at 
least one cationic group of the formula (II). Accordingly, the claimed subject matter, as a whole, 
would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of keratin fibers dyeing 
formulations.
